Hurried to the Kimball, Where a Novel 
Reception Waits Him. 
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FAIR COTILLION GUESTS WELCOME HIM 


His Trip from Chattanooga to Aflanta. 
He Speaks to Hurrahing Crowds. 
Was Greeted Along Route. 
How He Will Be En- 
tertained Here. 


“IT am giad to be again in the home of 
The Qonstitution. Your paper has done 
such noble work. for our cause, that it is 
always a pleasure to be among its con- 
stituents.” . 

This is the sentiment of Hon. William J. 
Bryan, who arrived in Atlanta at 10:55 
o'clock last night, 

Three thousand people were down at the 
union passenger station shouting and a 
cannon on top of the Kimball was boom- 
ing welcomes when the Southern railway’s 
train rolled in, 

Cheer rose upon cheer, and the throng 
rushed along with the train, regardless of 
limb and life. Mr. Bryan was standing on 
the platform of a sleeper, and those in 
waiting could hardly wait for the train to 
come to a full stop. 

The conventional three cheers were lost 
in a great sea cf hurrahing and enthusias- 
tic demongtration. Mr. Bryan smiled and 
‘bowed, turned to bid adieu to some fellow 
travelers and stepped to the ground. Mr. 
Hal T. Lewis, who nominated him at 
Chicago; Mr. Alex Comstock, the manager 
_ of his tour; Mr. W. J. Mallard, Jr., presi- 
dent of the Young Men's Democratic 
League, and Mr. Will H..Biack .toak him 
by the arm and hurried him.to a carriage. 
They thad to run a gauntlet of extended 
hands, which Mr. Bryan seized with both 
of his as he passed. 

The crowd closed in on the party, and 
there were cries of “speech, speech.” 
Friendly arms were outstretched to protect 
him from the crush, but he proved to be 
go0d at bucking center himself, .and he 
made his way without much inconvenience, 
A carriage was waiting on Wall street, 
and into it the late candidate ‘was ushered. 
Off went the horses ir a canter, the cheer- 
ing crowd following. By the time he was 
at the Kimball, where apartments had been 
reserved for him, the lobby was jammed, 
and it seemed to be impossible for anyone 
to get through. But somehow the pack 
was separated and the distinguished visitor 
reached the elevator in safety. Hé was 
lifted to the third tloor, where, before he 
knew it, he was surrounded by a score of 
Atlanta’s beautiful young women. Mr. 
James W. English, Jr., was calling the 
figures for the Nine O’Clock german, when 
suddenly the dancers waltzed out of the 
ballroom—and the band played on. 

Cries and shouts came up from below. 
“Bryan, Bryan! Speech, speech!” they 
shouted. 

But the ladies did not let him go. Nor 
did he show any inclination to leave the 
scene while any remained to shake his 
hand. 

“If I had a hundred votes, I would cast 
them all for you, Mr. Bryan,” said Mrs. 
English. 

“You make me a woman suffragist from 
this moment,” he responded. 

He had some pleasantry for every one. 
He stood there in strong contrast to the 
dancers in their evening costume, shim- 
mering and bejeweled, while he was just 
from a long journey, in conventional demo- 
cratic dress, but with a sincere smile and 
cordial tone in everything he spoke. There 
must have been seventy-five or a hundred 
ladies whom Mr. Mays Ball presented, each 
with her graceful speech. 

This brief and unoxpected reception 
over, the visitor was escorted to a conr 
venient position on the first arcade, from 
which he could look into the faces of the 
men who were calling enthusiastically for 
him. On all the arcades above were spec- 
tators, most of them beautiful women. It 
Was a rare scene, certainly one which is 
seldom paralleled. He was very tired and 
he had only a few words to say, just 
enough to thank his friends for their wel- 
come and a ‘“‘good night.’’ 

“IT came down here resolved to be as non- 
partisan as it was possible for me, but if 
you do’ not cease cheering you will make 
me break a good resolution. I thank you 
for this hearty welcome. I am glad to 
come back to Atlanta. I have been here 
twice and the more I see of the city and 
the people the more I like them I-wish 
all the states had done as weil as Georgia, 
but then if they, had I would not be here 
tonigh'.’’ 

This was all of the speech. It was in 
thorough good humor and the listeners 
cheered loudly, but it was all Mr, Bryan 
had to say and Mr. Hal Lewis and Mr. 
Comstock took him off to his rooms, 108 
and 106,,the rooms formerly occupied by 
Mr. Cleveland on the occasions of his 
visits to Atlanta. ,

SANGUILLY’S TRIAL ON YET 


SESSION WAS GIVEN UP TO 
SPEECHES BY ATTORNEYS. 


Spanish Lawyer Declares That Guilt 
Has Been Established—Prison- 
er’s Attorney Begins. 


Havana, December 22.—The trial of Jul'o 
Sanguilly, on charges of conspiring against 
the Spanish authority, was continued today. 
The attendance was smaller than it was 
yesterday when the trial commenced, but 
there were erfough spectators present to 
fill the courtroom. 

The sitting was devoted entirely to the 


speeches of the prosecuting attorney and 


counsel for the defense. The former con- 
tinued the argument against the prisoner 
which he opened yesterday, and again in- 
sisted that Sanguilly’s gufit had been prov- 
ed, and that he should be sentenced to life 
imprisonment. He decried any partial ty 
being shown the prisoner on account of 
his being a Spaniard by birth or because 


‘he was an American citizen, and held that 


exact justice demanded that severe punish- 
n.ent be meted out to him. 

Counsel for the defense, followed the pros- 
ecutor. In a cool and reasonable speech he 
refuted the charges made against his cli- 
ent, and demanded that he be set at liberty. 
Before the speech had been concluded th8 
court adjourned until tomorrow. 


SPANISH CABINET HAS MEETING 


Prime Minister Lays Cleveland’s Mes- 
sage Before the Session. 
Madrid, December 22.—A meeting of the 
cabinet which was held today discussed 
the Cuban section of President Cleveland’s 
message to congress, an Official copy of the 
message having been received by Prime 
Minister Canovas del Castillo a short time 

ago. 

The matter was considered in all its 
aspects, and it was finally agreed that as 
the references to Cuba in fhe message 
affected the cortes, they must be read 
before that body. 

The cortes is not now in session, and 
unless an extraordinary session is called, 
it will not meet for some weeks, The 
cabinet arrived at no decision as to when 
the message should be read, but decided to 
make no diplomatic reply to it.

Dethroned Queen Is Accompanied by 
a Party of Sandwich Island 
Friends on Her Visit to This 
Country—Will Not 
Stop Off Here. 


Queen Lilioukalani, the dusky ex-ruler 
of the Hawaiian islands, and the “great 
and good friend” of Grover Cleveland, will 
be in Atlanta tonight. 

The ex-queen will arrive at 10:40 o'clock 
from New Orleans and she will leave at 
midnight for Washington. The well-known 
ex-ruler will be accompanied by a party 
of friends from her native country in the 
middle of the Pacikic ocean, but it is not 
likely that Atlantians will be given an op- 
portunity to get a glimpse at the islanders. 

The queen is on her way to Washing- 
ton and Boston, where she will remain 
some time. She will visit relatives in Bos- 
ton, and her visit to the United States is 
made for that purpose. She will take oc- 
casion to see Washington and perhaps call 
on the president while there. 

Queen Lil, as she is commonly called, 
left ‘the Sandwich islands several weeks 
ago, and arrived in San Francisco about 
a week or ten days ago. She remained in 
that city a day or two and then started on 
her journey to the east, coming via the 
Southerm Pacific to New Orleans. She will 
leave the latter place this morning on the 
Louisville and Nashville and will arrive 
in Atlanta at the time stated on the At- 
lanta and West Point limited mail train, 
She will take the Southern’s midnight lim- 
ited to Washington, arriving there tomor- 
row night. ) 

The ex-queen has engaged sleeping car 


-apartments through to Weshington and 


her car will be switched from the West 
Point track and attached to the Southern. 
It is unlikely that the party will be up at 
that hour, and Atlantians will be denied 
a chance to see a real dethroned queen. 

Queen Lil has been before the public in 
many attitudes in recent years. She has 
posed as a wronged queen, a dethroned 
ruler and an evicted personage, cheated 
out of her rights, and. her forced abdica- 
tion from the throne of the Sandwich isl- 
ands brought her fame thoughout the 
world. She was the victim of the advanced 
civilization of the western hemisphera 
and in the height of her glory she was ab- 
ruptly asked to step down and out of the 
high office she believed she held by right 
of heredity and possession. That event is 
well remembered, as are the events which 
followed. 

It will be recalled that when the queen 
was put out of power the people of the 


Hawaiian islands set up a republic in the~ 


name of progress and civilization, and that 
the dusky ruler was given to understand 


that her services to the country in that ca--° 


pacity were at an end. The people who 
had demanded the abdication of the queen 
proceeded to establish a republican and an 
independent form of government, United 
States warships and others in opposition 
notwithstanding. 

It is not known at this writing who is in 
the party with the ex-queen, but telegrams 
received in the city yesterday by railroad 
men state that there are about fifteen per- 
sons with the queen. Their visit will be as 
unexpected as brief, and no arrangements 
have been made to receive the party. It 
is certain that the ex-queen would be a 
drawing attraction if she should arrive dur- 
ing the day. She was received with consid- 
erable attention at San Francisco and oth. 
er places she has visited,

Pitched Battle Ensues in Which Men 
Are Hurt—Dives Are Fired and 


‘Fleeing Negroes Pursued. 


Paducah, Ky., Devember 22.—Mayfield, 
where Jim Stone,) Who arreulted Mrs. 
Green, was lynched and filled with pistol 
shots, was lit up by imcendiary fires last 
night.

The lynehers, taving satisfied 
their vengeance on the body of Stone, start- 
ed last night to weed out the notorious 
blacks. An assault was made on a resort 
run by Tcm Chambers. Tom opened fire 
and repulsed the attacking party. Bolyn 
was dangerously and others were slightly 
injured. A second attempt to storm the 
house was successful, Chambers escaped, 
but the building, with a wholesale beer 
house, which was. operated in violation of 
the local option laws, and other buildings, 
tenanted by rough aearves, were fired and 
destroyed. 

The mob then Bevan pursuit, The ne- 
groes fled in every direction. One man was 
captured and severely whipped. A dancing 
master, suspected of crooked work, was 
ordered te-leave tewn also.

Mob Kills the Negro Who Murdered 
Mrs. Foster and Her Mother. 
Wwew York, December 22.—A special to The 

Sun from New Orleans says: 

“The negro boy, Jerry Burke, who mur- 
dered Mrs. Foster and her mother, Mrs, 
Kavanagh, near Clio, was killed today by 
a mob of twemty lynchers. They found the 
negro in the woods, where he had been 
hiding since the murder. 

“He was tied to a stake, and the mob 
opened fire on him, riddling him with bul- 
lets. Burke confessed the murders. He 
entered the house, he declared, because he 
was cold, and said he had no intention of 
committing murder. 

“The sight of money excited him, and he 
then murdered the two women and fled.” 


GILREAC’S WIFE CAUSED IT. 


John Joe Sims Shot to to Death by the 
Woman’s Husband.

T. H. Gilreac detected his wife and John 
Joe Sims in a compromising position this 
afternoon at about 3 o’clock, and imme- 
diately opened fire with a 38-calibre re- 
volver, firing four shots, two of which were 
fatal, Sims dying at once.

Petition Filed Yesterday in the 
Courts. by L. 8, Kelson. 
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CLAIMS CHARTER HAS EXPIRED 


Attacks Speclal Act Providing for Its 
Charter's Extension. 


WHOSE HAND IS BACK OF THE MOVE? 


President Smith Replies That the 
Road Is in Splendid Condition 
and Is Being Operated Un- 
der a Legal Charter. 

Some Rumors. 


An application for a receiver for the 
Atlanta and West Point railroad was filed 
yesterday morning in the superior court by 
Attorneys King and Spalding, representing 
Mr. Levi B. Nelson, who owns five shares 
of stock in the road and is the holder of 
a certificate of indebtedness in the sum 
of $500, making his total interest in the road 
$1,000. 

AS soon as the application was filed it was 
presented Judge Lumpkin, who granted an 
order setting the case for a hearing before 
him in chambers on Thursday, December 
Slst, at which time the defendants are to 
show cause before him why the application 
should not be granted. 

The plaintiff files the application against 
the railroad company, charging that its 
charter, which was granted in 1847 for twen- 
ty years and renewed at its expiration for 


thirty years, has expired, and it is upon 


a technical ground that the action was 
taken, and not for any reason of alleged 
insolvency, as the petition states that the 
road is perfectly solvent. 

After reciting the granting of the charter, 
its renewal and alleged expiration on De- 
cember 20th, at midnight, the application 
makes the following requests: 

“That the Atlanta and West Point Rail- 
road Company, its stockholders, directors, 
officers, agents and servants be strictly en- 
joined from accepting any amendment to 
tts charter, or legislative act renewing or 
extending the limits of ifs charter beyond 
December 20, 1886,. and that a temporary 
restraining order be issued immediately. 

“That.a receiver be appointed to take 
charge ofthe property, te preserve its 
property and assets and that the defendants 
deliver to the receiver all the assets or 
property which they may have in their 
possession. 

“That a full accounting be had of the 
debts of the company and that a list of 
the stockholders be ascertained to show to 
whom the proceeds should be returned and 
that all the assets be fully administered 
upon by the court.” 

The application also asks that after all 
payments have been made that the balance 
of the proceeds be distributed among the 
shareholders, pro rata. 

Judge Lumpkin’s Order. 

After considering the application, Judge 
Lumpkin granted the following order: 

The foregoing petition read and con- 
sidered. Let same be filed and togeth- 
er with this order be served upon the 
defendants. Let the defendants show 
cause before me at Fulton swperior 
court chambers on $lst day of December, 
1896, at 9 o’clock a. m., why the injunc- 
tion and receiver prayed for should 
not be granted. In the meantime, un- 
til further order of the court, the de- 
fendants are restrained from taking any 
action to change the present status of 
the company or its charter or the 
amendments thereto. This shall not 
prevent the continuation of the business 
of the operation of the road in the 
usual and ordinary course until the 
hearing or further order of the court, 
which is allowed to proceed until the 
further order of the court as if the re- 
straining order had not been passed. 

Copies of the application and order were 
at once made by the clerk of the superior 
court and the papers were served during 
the morning by the officers of the sheriff's 


office 
It Caused Surprise. 

The application for a receiver for a road 
in such prosperous circumstances as the 
Atlanta and West Point road was known 
to be was quite umexpected. It had the 
color and size of a sensation about it, and 
the railroad wiseacres put their noses on 
the track of investigation while the scent 
was hot. 

There was much speculation. It was a 
hard nut for even the inside to crack. The 
intricacies of railroad interests yield only 
to the knowledge of the expert student, 
and there were few who were able to offer 
a clear, consistent and lucid explanation 
of the movement for a receiver. 

On the fate of it it seemed to bear the 
impress of a significant move. It did not ap- 
pear to be what it legally was—an applica- 
tion from a stockholder in the road for a 
receiver. It appeared t@ be something more, 
and the railroad prophets said they could 
read between the lines. And only the wise 
men of railway circles could do that, and 
it may be that some of their reasonings 
and conclusions are wrong. 

The impression that gained. strong ground 
among the railroad men was that the move 
was merely a continuation of the bitter 
warfare between the Seaboard Air-Line 
and the Southern, and that it was a move 
by the Seaboard. This version was vouched 
for by railroad authorities who should 
know. Railroad sharps who can tell every 
wind that shakes a reed in railroad circles 
sald that Mr. St. John’s shrewd hand was 
back @f the play.

The Central is, to all intents 
and purposes, a part of the Southern. The 
Central is a large owner in the Atlanta 
and West Point. The vetition claims that 
the Central is so closely associated with the 


West Point road that the latter has many . 


times declined to compete with it for busi- 
ness. The petition charges that the West 
Point road is and has been for years under 
the domination of the Central road and the 
Louisville and Nashville, and through this 
strong link of interest it will easily be seen 
how the Southern might be reached and 
hurt through the West Po'nt road. 
How the West Point Is Owned. 
The Central owns one-eighth of the stock 
of the West Point. The Georgia owns ap- 
proximately three-eights of the West Point 
and this gives these two roads the control 
of the West Po'nt, by reason of their hold- 
ing a majority of the stock. The remaining 
stcck is held by individuals in small divi- 
sions, there being fully 200 stockholders. 


The Georgia road is jointly owned by the 


Louisville and Nashville and the Centra]— 
that is, these two roads leased the Georgia 
many years ago for a period of ninety- 
nine years, each road having an equal in- 
terest in the lease. So it comes about that 
the Central, through the stock which it 
owns direct In the West Point and that 
which it jointly controls with the Louisville 
and Nashville, through the Georgia road 


‘lease, has a mighty voice in the manage- 


ment of the West Point. 

Hence, the West Point’s interests being 
the Central’s interests, are to a great ex- 
tent the Southern’s interests. Jt offers a 
fine point of attack for the enemies of the 
Southern. 


Mr. St. John has been at war with the. 


Southern. Some months ago he wrote some 
letters to the railroad commission—at the 
Same ime Mr. Samuel Spencer was doing 
some like correspondence—in which he made 
a strong attack against combinations of 
railroads which would prevent competition. 
His argument in those letters was almost 
precisely similar to the argument’ used in 
the petition for a receiver filed yesterday. 
The Southern was roundly taken to task 
for bottling up competing lines. In the pe- 
tition yesterday it is set forth that the 
Southern’s line to Birmingham and its line 
to Columbus are competing lines with the 
Atlanta and West Point, yet through the 
influence which the Southern exercises in 
the management of the West Point the 
patrons of the road are given none of the 
advantages of competition. 

Does He Want Balance of Power? 

The ratiroad men incline to the belief 
that i is the policy of Mr. St. John to get 
control of a fine slice of West Point road 
stock for the Seaboard. Of course, he can- 
not hope to get hold of enough stock to 
secure control of the road, but it is said 
that he has hopes of securing enough to 
give him the balance of power in the man- 
agement. In that event he could prove a 
mighty factor in the government of the West 
Po.nt road should there be a lack of har- 
mony between the Central and the Louis- 
ville and Nashville. In case such a state of 
affairs came about he could join forces with 
the Louisville and Nashville and defeat the 
plans of the Southern. This would give the 


Seaboard what it has for years longed for— 


and outlet to the southwest. It is thought 
that it is this that Mr. St. Jotin is fighting 
for, and to obtain it is believed tobe the 
inspiration which caused yesterday’s suit 
to be filed, 

It would be a fine victory over the South- 
ern if, in the uncertain fortanes of ral- 
roads, the Seaboard should thus get hold 
of the balance of power in the management 
of the West Point road. It would spread 
the warfare of rates into new territory and 
would vastly enlarge the-scale of the fight. 
There has been a world of talk about an 
outlet to the southwest for the Seaboard 
and upon the movement made yesterday 
many believe the latest hopesypf the Sea- 
board are hinged. 

As to Harmony. 

The possibilities of a fight between the 
Central and Low sville and Nashville do 
not appear strong, but such a thing is not 
out of the question. As stated, the two 
roads jointly control the Georgia. They 
leased it many years ago. At one period 


of its receivership history the Central de-. 


faulted in the payment of a sum which had 
been guaranteed by the lessee roads to 
the Georgia stockholders. When they 
leased the Georgia the two roads guaran- 
teed to its stockholders 10 per cent on their 
stock, whether earned by the road or not. 
It was in the payment of a yearly deficit 
that the Central defaulted, being at the 
time hung up in a receiver’s hands. 

Later, when the road was on its feet 
again, it proffered to the Louisville and 
Nashville its share of the sum paid to the 
Georgia stockholders, the Louisville - and 
Nashville having paid the entire sum. The 
Louisville and Nashville refused, gave the 
Central the laugh and announced that the 
Central was no longer a party to the lease; 
that it had defaulted in a specified pay- 
ment: that the Louisville and Nashville had 
met the debt and now held the lease alone. 
This question is still unsettled. It has 
never found its way into the courts, but 
may do so yet. The author:ties of the two 
roads are trying to reach a solution of the 
matter themselves. If they do not there 
might be division between the two roads 
which control the West Point on this score, 
and a fine opening might be made for the 
Seaboard to step in. 

Anyway, the gossip of railroads has it 
that it is the Seaboard’s hand which shows 
through the-mov®é made yesterday, and 
among the many things which is cited 
to prove it is the fact that the Seaboard’s 
special attorneys brought the suit. King & 
Spalding drew the petition and presented 
it in court. They have represented the 
Seaboard as special counse] in many impor- 
tant pieces of litigation, and the fact of 
their being interested in the present fight 
is regarded as highly s‘gnificant. 

What the Application Charges. 

The application is qu.te lengthy, consist- 
ing of a large number of typewritten pages, 
setting forth a number of allegations.

Broyles Bros. are grocers at the corner 
ef Cooper /and Glenn streets. Dr. A. P. 
Ebbert is a well-known physician, who 
lives at } Pulliam street. Both are prin- 
ciples inthe most extraordinary suit, which 
borders closely on the criminal. 

Three months ago the physician bought 
$4 worth of groceries from Broyles, and 
for various reasons has never settled the 
accoum. The method Broyles Bros. have 
adopted to collect this amount is decidedly 
unique. . 

After weeks of fruitiess dunning in the 


: stereotyped way, the grocers came to the 


conclusion last Saturday night they must 
adopt a new method. They deemed the 
courts powerless, aind determined they 
would dun Dr. Ebbert, until from sheer 
desperation resulting from constant worry, 
the money might be forthcoming. As suc- 
ceeding developments will show the game 
was tried, but did not work. 

Last Saturday afternoon about 4 o’clook 
the grocer summoned about forty negroes. 
All were commissioned as collectors, and 
sent to thse doctor’s residence with curt 
notes requesting a settlement. 

The Doctor Grows Wrathy. 

Dr. Ebbert welcomed the first five or 

six collectors civilly. But, much to his 
astonishment, no sooner would he turn one 
away from his door, penniless, than an- 
other would make his appearance on the 
same errand, 
_ At abeut 10 o’clock that night, it is said, 
thirty-five of the collectors had appeared 
at the physician’s door. Finally Dr. Ebbert 
grew desperate, as the game the grocers 
were perpetrating dawned cn him. Arming 
himself with a pistol, he waited the next 
man’s approach, fully determined to teach 
him a lesson tnat would prevent his re- 
turning in the future. 

In a short while another negro put In his 
appearance. The physician, frenzied with 
unger, rushed at the collector with his 
pistol and chased him a block. The negro 
had to jump a fence to escape Lis pursuer, 
and in sc doing a paling piercedehis neck, 
and his lez was nearly broken in the fall 
on the other side. He has been laid up 
ever since. 

The collectors continued to come until il 
o'clock, and each met the same reception. 
Mr. Brawiles finally gave up the job for the 
night, and dismissing all ‘his collectors pro 
tem., went home determined on renewing 
hostilities the next day. 

All day Monday the doctor’s residence 
was beseiged. But Dr. Ebbert felt he was 
being imposed upon, and determined not to 
be whipped in the fight if a million col- 
lectors were sent. 

Lively Scenes Last Night. 

Yesterday afternoon about 4 o'clock Mr. 
Broyles sent out several messenger boys 
in the city to find all the mean-looking 
negroes he could find. In an hour thirty- 
five were’ standing in front of the grocery 
store patiently awaiting their turn’on the 
errand for money. 


The first one was started about 5 o’clock. | 


He returned with the same answer—no 
money. Another was immediately started, 
with the same result. By 8 o’clock about 
ten had returned, all giving graphic ac- 
counts of how they had béen run from the 


door with a pistol. 


At 9 o’clock Mr. Blandon, who lives in 
the same houss with Dr. Ebbert, determin- 
ed to put a stop to the nuisance, and 
telephoned Mr. Broyles to please cease his 
hostilities, that his wife was ill and that 
she could not stand the worry.

The Police Called On. 

Seeing there was no hope of a discontin- 
vance, Mr. Blandon determined to seek 
the aid of the police.

The 
eroecer was telephoned of the third arrest 
and came to the conclusion he had better 
discontinue for the night. Therefore, dis- 
missing his force of negroes, he went home 
without having collected a cent of his 
money. 

Last night he stated that he intended to 
continue to send the negroes if it took him 
years to collect the debt. He says Dr. Bb- 
bert is wilfully trying to beat him out of 
the money and does not intend to put up 
with such. On the other hand the phy- 
Ssicilan claims he has never been able to 
settle the amount on account of bad col- 
lections, and is not inclined to hasten pay- 
ment anyway, considering the treatment 
he has been subjected to by the grocer. 

What Will Be the Result? 

If Grocer Broyles means what he says 
in that he will continue to worry Dr. Eb- 
bert until the bill is paid some serious re- 
sults may follow. The physician claims he 
is an honest man, but does, not intend to 
put up with any such treatment. 

Judge Calhoun will have a knotty prob- 
lem to solve in police court this afternoon 
and his decision will establish a precedent 
on the right of creditors te dun debtors. 
Mr. Broyles will back his collectors if 
they are fined and will renew hostilities 
‘With more energy than ever. 

The outcome of the case will be watched 
with much interest. 


CONGRESS STOPS FOR HOLIDAYS. 
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Senate Adjourns Until January 5th 
Without Cuban Action. 
Washington, December 22.—Tiie spectators 
who had assembled in large numbers in 
the senate galleries today in expectation 
of witnessing interesting scenes and of lis- 
tening to an exciting debate in connection 
With the Cuban question, were Gisappointed, 
the only thing that came up having any 
relation to that subject at all being a reso- 
lution of inquiry as to the circumstances 
attending the death of an American citizen, 
said to have been “hacked to pleces by 

Spanish soldiers’’ in the tsland of Cuba.. 

The morning hour, in which that sub- 
ject might have been discussed, was occu- 
pied by Mr. Morgan in a long speech 
against the Pacific railrcad refunding bill 
and in favor of the government taking pos- 
session of those roads, which, he contended, 
it was its right duty to do whenever a de- 
fault in payment of the bonds occurred. 

The urgency deficiency bill was passed 
and was immediately returned to the house 
for concurrence in the amendments agreed 
to in the senate. Mr. Butler, populist, of 
North Carolina; offered a resolution for a 
committee of three senators to inquire into 
the principles of legislation throwzh the int- 
tilative and referendum. Referred to the 
committee on contingent expenses. 

At 2:40 p. m. the senate went into execu- 
tive session and shortly thereafter ad- 
‘journed until Tuesday, January ith. 

House Takes a Recess Also. 

Washington, December 22.—At 3:40 o’clock 
this afternoon the house adjourned for 
the holiday recess, having then disposed of 
the legislative, executive and judicial appro- 
priation bill, after four days’ consideration. 
It was passed just as reported from the 
committee on appropriations, with the sin- 
gle exception that the salary of the libra- 
rian of congress was reduced from $6,000 to 
$5,000. 

The bill carries a total appropriation of 
$21,668,370 and provides for 10,065 salaries. 

Today’s session was devoted to a discus- 
sion of the appropriation for tne civil ser- 
vice commission. A motion to strike out 
the appropriation failed—29 to 02. This was 
the only vote counted, other propositions 
to amend the provision being settled in 
the negative viva voce. 

The house agreed to the senate amend- 
ment to the urgency deficiency bill. 


THEY CANNOT DEAL IN GRAIN. 


Illinois Court Decides That Elevator 
CGompanies Are Warehousemen. 
Chicage, December 22.—The bill for an 
injunction brought against the Central 
Elevator Company by Attorney General 
‘Molony to restrain the company from 
dealing in grain, was decided this morning 
by Judge Tuley against the elevator people. 
The court holds that by dealing in grain, 
or mixing its own holdings of grain with 
that stored with it in its capacity as an 
elevator company, the Central conipany 
exceeded the legal scope of its authority, 

license or charter. 

This is practically a test case, ‘and is 
part of the fight being waged on elevator 
companies by the board of trade, although 
the latter is not a party to the case so far 
as is shown by the court records. 

Tihe decision is against the elevators and 
sustains the contention that they are 
warehousemen only.

FIVE HUNDRED ARE WOUNDED

General Blos Makes Two Desperate 
Attacks on Cavite and Viefo 


SOLDIERS DRIVEN BACK IN. DISORDER 


Gunboats Aided the Army but the 
Rebels Fought with a Determi- 
nation Which Defeated the 
Forces by Iand and 
Sea Easily. 


San Francisco, Cal., December 22.—Pri- 
vate advices from Manila, Philippine isl- 
ands, reached here today, and are verified 
by an account that appears in the Hong 
Kong press received here on the Belgic 
this morning. The news contained in the 
communication deals with the attack by 
the Spanish on the Noveleta isthmus, and 
the attempt of the Spanish to dislodge 
the ‘insurgents in Cavite and Viefo. 

At the end of the campaign, which lasted 
until the 14th of November, the Spanish 
authorities sent out dispatches reporting 
that the attack had been successful and 
that the rebel loss was very heavy. The 
Spanish claimed to have lost about thirty- 
five killed and a hundred wounded, 

It is now learned that the great victory 
that the Castilians predicted ended in igno- 
minious defeat. The rebels held Noveleta 
against warships and troops. The Spanish 
forces under General Rios were divided 
into two brigades of 7,000 men each, sup- 
ported by the Spanish gunboats in the 
pay. The insurgents numbered about 12,- 
000, a somewhat smaller force than the 
Spanish commanded, but they were strong- 
ly entrenched in Cavite and Noveleta. 

At the head of the Noveleta peninsula 
together was honeycombed with rifle pits 
and the towm defended from assault by 
earthworks planted with rapid fire cannon 
and several pieces of heavy artillery. Rios 
at the head of the first line of recruits of 
Nevela and the rebels fell back to the 
main line of defense, a mile in the rear 
of the picket line. The Spanish had their 
plans well arranged. They placed the cru- 
iser Castilla close in shore and with her 
guns covered the attack of the royal 
troops. The cruiser’s shells reached the 
outside defenses of the rebels, but had 
little effect on the defenses of the city. 

The fight began at 9 o’clock Sunday, No- 
vember 8th, and by 1 p. m: the insurgents 
outer works had been evacuated. 


Five Hundred Spaniards Wounded. 
Then a general attack followed, Rios 


throwing the main body of his first bri- 
gade against the rebel entrenchments. 
The gunboats opened fire on the enemy, 
«but owing to bad gunnery failed to cause 
any damage to the defenses. 

The Cardela, the closest to Cavite, was 
fully six miles from the town and all of 
her shells fell short. When Rios’s men 
reached the insurgents’ works a terrific 
fire was opened on them, 

They marched forward resolutely until 
the rifle pits commenced to beich forth 
fire, mowing down the front ranks. The 
column faltered, then retreated slowly 
under heavy fire. 

The Spanish troops were in the open and 
subjected to the full effect of the fire. Had 
the rebel’s gunnery been good Rios’s men 
would heve been slaughtered, On the morn- 
ing of the 9th the Spanish were back in their 
camp again and had repaired the remnants 
of the first brigade. 

The second brigade had suffered very lit- 
tle. The steamer Isabel I and a small 
transport were used to fetch the wounded 
to port from the peninsula. At least 500 
wounded were brought from the battlefield. 
On Wednesday, November lith, Rios pre- 
pared and headed a second attack on Nove- 
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leta. 
He threw his entire army against the re- 


doubts and was routed with heavy loss in 
the first attack. The gunboats failed to 
aid the troops to any extent, their shot fall- 
ing short. The Spanish did not attempt to 
renew the attack, but waited until the 
morning of the 14th, when a weak effort 
was made to flank the rebels, the failure 
of which ended the fighting for the time 


being.

Detroit, Mich., December 22.—Frank Ash- 
ley was this morning found guilty of the 
murder of James Magee, a well-known lo- 
cal amateur athlete, on July 8th last. The

Magee had thrashed Ashley for assault- 
ing a younger brother, apd Ashley had 
threatened vengeance.

A change indeed has taken place 
since last Saturday, when the senate com- 
mitte decided to report the Cameron res- 
olution. 

At that time 90 per cent of those in con- 
gress wanted the resolution passed, regard- 
less of the consequences, even should it 
plunge this country into war with Spain 
within two hours after the act had been 
done. Those same members, or many of 
them, are today the friends of Spain as 
against the insurgents. 

In addition to the political and social in- 
fluence that has been used to such good 
advantage by the Spanish minister thou- 
sands of ‘telegrams haye been received by 
those in congress from various commercial 
bodies, protesting against the passage of 
the resolution, bearing the same tenor that 
war with Spain will ruin stocks. 

And, like marketable wares, patriotism 
has fallen by the wayside, and greed for 
wealth has taken its place. |

MEDICINE MUST BE THE THEME 


Address at Opening by Dr. Allen Calls 
for a Resolution from the Fac- 
ulty of the Old School. 


Augusta, Ga., December 22.—(Special.)— 
It will be remembered that on the opening 
of the medical college Dr. Joseph Eve Al- 
len’s address on the subject of evolution 
in medicine caused a sensation.

Another hearing of the matter is to be 
had, when Dr. Allen will be invited to 
make any explanation or statement before 
the faculty he desires, and the resolutions 
that were adopted are for the present with- 
held from the public.

If we were right, then we will be vindi- 
cated in. time. On the other hand, if we 
were wrong and they were right, nothing 
can prevent their vindication. But if we 
were right in the campaign, we are right 
now. (Applause.) I believe that this cam- 
paign has been a great thing for the Amer- 
ican people; it has taught them to take an 
active, intelligent interest in public affairs. 

Compliments Chattanooga. 

“T am pleased to be in Chattanooga and 
Tennessee, which helped our cause so splen- 
didly in the election. If we could only get 
a bill through congress confining presi- 
dential elections to the people of Tennes- 
see and Nebraska, we would be in .very 
good shape, and could take care of the 
elections all right.’”’

Asked what hope he had to extend to

Four years later the democrats elected their 
president, though it is true he was not 
seated. Four years after that the republi- 
cans elected their nominee and the demo- 
crats went into office four years after that, 
and so it has been for years back. The pub- 
lic has swung from one side to the other, 
dissat.sfied with the present and hoping 
for something better in the future, I shall 
discuss the future in some public utterance, 
probably next month.” ; 

Mr. Bryan talked most entertainingly of 
his campaign, He said that defeat was 
not a bitter disappointment to him.

As to 
the future he says that new leaders may 
rise, men who by reason of their ability 
and service to the party may be the logi- 
cal leaders. To such he would give his 
earnest support. 

“Officeholdings ig not the highest object 
in this life, be the office however great,” 
he says. He is for the success of prin- 
ciples. This tour of his is a continuation 
of a profession in which he was engaged 
before he was nominated. Mr. Bryan 
recognizes fully the delicacy of his posi- 
tion and he does not want his friends to 
feel that it is Incumbent on any one to 
hear him out of*’& desire to promote its 
success. He has strict ideas of propriety 
and govd taste in advertising and in every- 
thing else connected with a tour. 

Asks About Atlanta Friends. 

Mr. Bryan is very much interested now 
in the book which he is getting out. It is 
to be a review of the campaign and will be 
a valuable political work, because it will 
embody in permanent shape many things 
which the student will want to preserve.

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FAIR AND WARM, 
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Weather Man Makes a Forecast for 
Christmas Weather. 

Very few changes have occurred upon the 
weather map during the past twenty-four 
hours.

LOSS ESTIMATEN AT $100,000 


; Fire Was Accidental and One Hundred 


and Seventy-Five Men Are 
Thrown Out of Work, 


Waycross, Ga., December 22.—(Special.)— 
Mill No 4, of Southern Pine Company, at 
Nicholls, thirty miles north of Waycross, 
on the Way s Air-Line road, was wholly 


destroyed by fire today. 


A spark ited some timber kindling tn 
the power e and the fire quickly spread 
while the man was Outside and unaware 
of danger./A stiff breeze stimulated the 
fire's progress. The power house, the en- 
tire sawmill plant and outside equipments 
were quickly erveloped and all efforts to 
stop the conflagration were futile. 

The flames caught the hugh stacks of 

lumber In the yard and-then the entire 
‘plant was ablaze. Three cars loaded with 
lumber were burned and ten empty cars 
only escaped by being pulled down the track 
by the mill hands, : 
' The plant spread over several acres and 
this territory was all covered by fire. One 
hundred or more men were engaged in try- 
ing to save the property. At 5 o'clock this 
afternoon, after the fire had been in pro- 
gress two hours, the entire plant and the 
greater part of the lumber in the yards 
were in ashes. The mill’s capacity was 
from . 50,000 to 60,000 feet per day. 

Over 175 employes were dependent on the 
mill. It is estimated that the loss is be- 
tween $75,000 and $100,000, while the tnsur- 
ance probably.amounted to $35,000. Thomas 
G. Hilliard was superintendent. 

The mill was one of the chain owned by 
the Savannah syndicate and was the best 
paying plant in the chain. The finest tracts 
@f timber in this section are around Nicholls 
and it is likely that the plant will be re- 
pie at once. The machine shops were 
saved.

Committee Is Appointed To Memoria)- 


ize Congress Relative to the Mat- 
ter—Hoo Hoo Concatenation. 


Savannah, Ga., December 22.—A meeting 
of the manufacturers of yellow pine lum- 
ber of this section was held here today for 
the purpose of taking steps to present the 
Views.of the lumber men to congress on the 
subject of the tariff on lumber. The meet- 
ing was very strongly in favor of the resto- 
are of the tariff of 1882 of $2 per thou- 
sand. 

The lumbermen present were all demo- 
crats, and most of them believers in free 
trade. Several stated that they had found 
it difficult for some time to reconcile their 
belief in free trade with the advocacy of a 
tariff on their special product. 

When they considered, however, that all 
the machinery and supplies of every char- 
acter used in their business are taxed by 
the government at from 25 to 50 per cent. 
they. considered it only just that this 
should be equalized by a duty on lumber. 
The Canadian lumbermen, who pay no 
duty on their supplies, have only to ship 
their goods across the line to compete with 
the American lumberman who has these 
duties to pay.

Wyliey, of Savannah, were appointed a 
committee to memorialize congress on the 
subject, 

Smart was chairman of the meeting and

SIBERIA’S LONG RAILROAD. 


What Progress Has Been Made Within 
the Last Five Years. 


From The New York Sun. 

Five and a half years have now elapsed 
since the first stroke was given to the con- 
struction cf Russia’s great Siberian ralil- 
road, the longest on the globe, That the 
energy with which it has been prosecuted 
does not lessen may be known from the 
recent statement that 70,000 men were at 
work upon it. French loans are available 
for its continuation, while it is surmised 
that a recent arrangement between Russia 
and China may have given the former the 
privilege of striking, through Manchuria 
and seeking an open water terminus, pos- 
sibly in the weighborhood of Port Arthur. 

There is some reason, however, to sup- 
pose that a terminus in any case May be 
arranged at Vladivostock, for, to begin 
with, that is Russia’s own port, the south- 
ermost in Siberia, and it is a question 
whether Russia will reject the absolute 
controbh-of the eastern terminus, and of a 
long stretch in the ipfiterior, which she now 
possesses, for a mere right.of way and of 
occupation granted by China, which for 
some reason or another might at some 
time be revoked. If within a few years 
Russia should be able to annex Manchuria, 
the case would*be different, out she can- 
not fa‘l to see the advantages of having 
her great railroad withdrawn from the 
dangers of destruction by an enemy. 

Of course a great objéct in changing 
the terminus from Vladivostock fo some 
part of the gulf of Pechili would be that of 
avoiding the former’s ice-bound harbor. 
But it is aid to have been recently found 
quite practicable to break channels through 
the ice, and the winter embargo seems less 
formidable than of old. Again, the orig- 
inal plan for following the valley of the 
Amoor has caused the construction already 
of a part of the road in the Usuri district 
for the purpose of connecting with the 
trunk road as it moves eastward. Perhaps 
it may tun out, however, that’Russia will 
pursue a double plan, first in giving to the 
Viadivostock region the enormous benefits 
that would result from becoming the east- 
ern terminus of the great railroad, includ- 
ing the development of her’ empire there, 
and then in securing also a Corean or Chi- 
nese outlet, so as to procure the additional 
and vast commercial advantages of draw- 
ing to her line Chinese and Japanese trade. 

The whole length of the Siberian railroad 
is estimated at 4,700 miles, assuming the 
terminus to be Viadivostock, and it is said 
that the through travel by rail and river 
will be established four years hence. At a 
recent date, however, the road was open 
to the Obi river, nearly 900 miles east of the 
Ural mountains, and it is said that during 
the present winter it wil. be open as far, 
even, as the Yenisei, the yreat river which, 
rising among the Altai mountains in the 
Chinese empire,. flows clear across Siberia 
to the Arctic ocean. The chief city on the 
Yenisei is Krasnolarsk, which is on the 
line of the railroad, and the present imme- 
diate object of ambition. 

Beyond Krasnolarsk are several widely 
diverging upper branches of the Yenisei, 
which will mark successive stages of prog- 
ress: while Lake Baikal, a very large sheet 
of water, is a point of great prominence. 
All the region east of the Yenisel is moun- 
tainous, and construction there correspond. 
ingly slow and expensive. 

The carryng of the road through Man- 
churia to Viadivostock, apart from any 
question of a terminus at some other and 
more southerly port, would .itself be a 
great shortening of distance, and would 
itself justify the alleged agreement with 
China. The road will run around the 
southern extremity of Lake Baikal, which 
is very deep, and it will be seen that the 
route through Manchuria would be much 
the shorter. But, on the other hand, there 
is the value of the road in building up 
all the region which it traverses. Great 
stories are told of the gathering of pop- 
ulation and the founding of towns along 
the line, recalling some of our western ex- 
periences. Russia will naturally want as 
many of these advantages as possible for 
herself 

Indeed, the changes to be wrought by 
this railroad, with the opening of agricul- 
tural, timber and mineral regions, cannot 
yet be fully computed. The road at first 
will have but a sirgle track, but the ar- 
rangements are such that a second can be 


laid.

How He Was “Tipped” by a Visitor 
in Return for Information.

A man who was long Officially connected 
with General Sheridan Says that if the 
general had edited his own memoirs they 
would have been much livelier reading, for 
he had. made notes of mahy amusing ex- 
periences and incidents which for one rea- 
son or another were left out by his brother 
who did edit the book. Among the rest 
was the story of how he was “tipped” for 
being pleasant to a visitor, and it was a 
story he was fond of telling. Said the nar- 
rator: In the guidebooks there is a de- 
scription of the headquarters of the army, 
in the war department. It is stated that 
visitors to the city and others are welcome 
to inspect the office during office hours. 
Once General Sheridan was very busy pre- 
paring or revising official reports: He had 
kept the messengers generally stationed at 
the outer door of his office running around 
at a rather lively rate to his various sub- 
ordinates, and for the moment there was 
no one at the door, when in mafched a 
couple of visitors, a respectable looking 
man and a lady, armed with their gulde- 
book. The general did not welcome the 
intrusion very much, but they did not 
know it, for he kept steadily at his work. 

They examined all the pictures on the 
walls and gave considerable attention toa 
marble bust of the general, which had just 
been placed therein. “So that is General 
Phil Sheridan,’ said the man to his wife. 
“Well, no one wguid ever think that a man 
was ever such a fighter as he was. To 
me he looks a little topheavy—has_ too 
much head for his body.’”’ He made other 
remarks, all of which the general heard, 
and the effect of them was to divert his 
attention from his work. “How .old is 
Sheridan?’’ asked the visitor, indicating for 
the first time that he noticed anyone in the 
room. General Sheridan gave him the in- 
formation and, thinking the best way to 
get rid of his visitors would be to explain 
to them hurriedty the things of interest in 
the room, proceeded to do so. He warmed 
up somewhat on some of them, and his de- 
scriptions and explanations of some of the 
portraits, war scenes and Indian curios, 
blankets, etc., were extremely interesting. 

The visitors were appreciative, however, 
and, as they turned to leave the room, the 
man quietly slipped a 25-cent piece into the 
general's hand, adding that they were 
thankful for the information and instruc- 
tion, and departed.

- Yorable Report on Rifle Bill. 
NEW GUNS BADLY WANTED 


Committea Recommends That Old 


Guns Be Replaced with Improved 
. Springfield Modern Ones. 


The house committee on military affairs 
yesterday ordered a favorable report on 
the senate bill authorizing the secretary of 
war to issue Springfield rifies to each state 
and territory for the national guards: It 
has been expected for some time that this 
action would be taken and the report of 
the military committee marks a decided 
victory for the militia of the country. 

It will be remembered that the secretary 
of war in his annual report suggested that 
this was the proper course to pursue. He 
investigated the matter through his. in- 
spectors and had found that the rifies 
which are now being used by the national 
guard are not only antiquated, but some 
of them are absolutely worthless for any- 
thing more than Grilling. 

The military men recognized this fact 
and registered a strong kick with the 
officers. The officers in turn went to 
higher authorities and they in turn report- 
ed the matter to the officials at Washing- 
ton. Although the process was slow, it 
was the natural one and in time the com- 
plaint reached the ears of the secretary of 
war. He then began to investigate and 
upon doing so found that the complaint 
was not made without cause. 


The secretary recommended that the old_ 


rifles which are now in the possession of 
the national guard be taken away from 
them and be replaced with newer and 
better guns. The report of the military 
committee of the house shows that the 
total strength of the national guard is 
112,879 men and officers. It further shows 
that these are armed with old Springfield 
rifles and other arms of various makes. 

As soon as this status of affairs was 
made known to the military committee the 
matter was at once taken up for investl- 
gation and, after much parley, wrangling 
and talking, it was decided to accept the 
advice of the secretary of war and report 
that the desired change be made. The gun 
which will be given to the militia in ex- 
change for their old arms is the modern 
Springfield rifle, caliber 45, which shoots 
the steel-coated projectile and which has 
been causing so much favorable comment 
among those who have used it. It is esti- 
mated that about 50,000 modern Spring- 
fields will be required to make the change. 

Military Men Are Pleased. 

A prominent military.man in speaking of 
the action of the committee said last night: 
“The change is one that has been long 
needed and it is one that should have been 
made’ some time since. However, I suppose 
we must take into consideration the facf 
that, it takes some little time for these 
matters to reach Washingon and therefore 
the officials are not to blame. 

‘The rifles which we are now using have 
in days gone by been very good, but they 
are at present not suited to the uses of 
@ modern military body and they would be 
of as little service in an engagement with 
a well-armed force as an old wooden bat- 
tleship of the days of George III would be 
in an engagement with one of our new 
steel armored ships. 

‘‘The only trouble about the new rifle is 
that the men will have trouble when they 
practice marksmanship with ft on their 
ranges. You know the gun has no wind 
gauge on it and on this account it will 
cause considerable trouble when the 
records are being shot for; that is, of 
course, if the wind is blowing. But there 
is no doubt about the change being a much 
needed one and one that will be heard of 
with pleasure by every member of the 
national vir ate 
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which charter expired by limitation on 
December 20th, 1896, at midnight. The char- 
ter authorized the issue of capital stock 
amounting to $2,232,200 in shares of $100 
each. 
The Liability of Stockholders. 

It is shown by the petition that under the 
terms of the charter fts stockholders were 
each liable for the debts of the corporation, 
not only for the unpaid portion of the cap- 
ital stock held by each, but also in a sum 
equal to the capital stock held by each, 
and that by the provisions of the charter 
the corporation was required to keep and 
publish a Hst of its shareholders and com- 
ply with divers other regulations in the 
charter. 

In July, 1881, the petition sets forth that 
the company created an issue of certificates 
of indebtedness amounting to $1,232,200, 
bearing interest at 6 per cent, payable semi- 
annually, and the petition states that this 
entire amount is still outstanding and of 
full force. ' 

The petition also states that the Cen- 
tral of Georgia Railway Company is the 
real owner and votes a number of the shares 
of stock of the West Point road; also that 
the Georgia railroad owns a number of the 
shares, and that the stock controlled by 
the two roads is a mafority of the stock 
of the company. 

The Road’s New Charter. 

The suit involving the Atlanta and West 
Point railway recalls the recent action of 
the legislature in granting a new charter 
to that company. Perhaps it is more proper 
to say in granting to the company an ex- 
tension of its old charter, with the addi- 
tion of a few new features. 

The old charter of the company expired at 
midnight the "th of December. The new 
charter bill was introduced in the senate 
by Senator Golightly, of the thirty-sixth 
senatorial district, and received the indorse- 
ment of the committee on corporations of 
the senate. When it came up for its pas- 
sage, however. objection was raised to some 
of the features of the new charter. It was 
pointed out that the new charter differed 
from the vid in the matter of lability of 
stockholders. Under the old charter stock- 
holders were lable for double the value of 
their stock. Under the new, stockholders 
were liable just as stockholders in all other 
railroad corporations, for an amount equal 
to the face value of their stock. In other 
words, it was single liability instead of 
double liability. 

There wus one other change which was 
objected +o, and that was with regard to 
the provision requiring the publication of 
a list of the stockholders of the company. 
This publication was required under the old 
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the table. Among those who had been un- 
certain about the wisdom of the bill when 
it came up for the first time was Senator 
Turner, who was particularly tnterested 
in the measure because of the fact @hat 
the railroad runs through Troup county, 
which is his home, and through other 
counties of his senatortal district. Upon 
the second consideration of the measure 
Senator Turner strongly advocated the 
new charter. He showed that under the 


law the company could secure a new 


charter through the secretary of state 
which would give it not only the latitude 
of the proposed bill, but even greater lati- 
tude. In other words the new charter was 
restrictive as compared with such a charter 
as the company could secure for the ask- 
ing) from the secretary of state—that is, 
the same sort every other railroad 
chartered by the state has. One particular 
feature mentioned by Senator Turner was 
in the matter of borrowing money. A 
charter granted under the general law 
gives railway directors the power to bor- 
row money as they may deem necessary 
and there is no restriction upon the rate 
of interest paid. A clause of this Atlanta 
and West Point charter, however, provided 
that the company could not borrow money 
except on the request of the stockholders 
in a regularly called meeting; and it pro- 
vided also that the company could not 
pay in excess of the legal rate of interest 
in Georgia. 

Senator Turner explained that these pro- 
visions were in the interest of the stock- 
holders and that it was as a measure of 
safety that they were put in the charter. 
He argued that it was very much better 
to grant fhis charter in the present shape 
than to have the company secure its re- 
newal from the secretary of state through 
the general law, and the bill in its original 
shape, therefore, passed the senate. It 
subsequently went through the house with- 
out opposition. 

Attacks the Special Act. 


In regard to the special act providing 
for the extension of the charter, the peti- 
tions states the following: 

“Coupled to this change in the statu- 
tory liability of such stockholders for 
corporate debts, said special act attempts 
to grant to said corporation the right to 
create mortgages or debts of trust cover- 
ing its entire property and franchises and 
securing any bonds, debts or sums of 
money as may’ be secured thereby as said 
corporation shall deem proper. 

‘Petitioner charges upon tnformation and 
belief that said act, although a special 
act, was never advertised as required by 
the constitution and laws of this state, and 
that said legislature treated and passed 
such act as a public law without any such 
advertisement being made or required and 
is therefore unconstitutional and void. 

“Petitioner shows that said act is a 
special act for the amendment of a charter 
of a railroad by granting to it additional 
powers and by extending its corporate life. 

*‘Petitioner. further shows that said act 
affects and varies his private rights as a 
stockholder of said corporation; that by it 
he is attempted to be compelled to remain 
a member of said corporation beyond the 
term specified in its charter, to-wit: De- 
cember 20, 1896, and that the powers of said 
corporation are changed and the liabilities 
of himself and his co-stockholders greatly 
varied as hereinbefore set forth. That 
his consent to such act was neither sought 
nor obtained and petitioner allegies that 
said act violates the provisions of the con- 
stitution which provides that no special 


act varying or affecting private rights as 


they exist under general laws shall be 
passed without the consent of the persons 
to be affected thereby and is, for this 
cause, unconstitutional and void.” 

The Ownership of Stock. 

Mr. Nelson, in hig petition, states that 
the Central of Georgia Railway Company, 
whose stock is owned by the Southern 
Railway Company, is dominating the af- 
fairs of the West Point road, in which both 
the Georgia and the Louisville and Nash- 
ville roads are interested by lease. 

The petition shows that the Southern 
railway owns a competitive line to New 
Orieans via Birmingham, but  notwith- 
standing this, the Southern has been car- 
rying its trains over the West Point to 
New Orleans via Montgomery. 

In paragraph 18 of the petition, the fol- 
lowing allegations are made: ~°

“I have no doubt of the entire legality 
of the proceedings under which the charter . 
of the company nas teen extended, and ap- 
prehend no difficulty in establishing thein 
regularity. 

“The powers granted under: the new 
charter are less than those which the com- 
pany would have obtained by adopting’ 
the provisions of the general law for the 
incorporation of railroads in this state, 
The general law imposes. no stockholders’ 
liability’ and the amended charter does 
not differ in that respect from its pro- 
visions. The general law authorizes cor- 
porations to mortgage their property by 
action of their directors only. The amend- 
ed charter requires the action of the stock- 
holders at a special meeting duly called 
for the purpose. The amended charter de- 
fines the position of the certificates of. in- 
debtedness by requiring the company to 
make provision for their retirement 1n case 
of a future mortgage. Under the general 
law this provision would not be required. 
These features were especially desired by 


the individual stockholders and owners — 


of certificates of Indebtedness, and’ the 
passage of the legislative act Was In ac- 
cordance with their wishes. 

“It ig not credible, therefore, that the 


petition filed in this case represents the

The ownership of a 
port.on of its stock by ovuher railways has 
not diminished its earning capacity or pre- 
vented it from rendering satisfactory sefr- 
vice to the public. 

“Its relations to other railways forming 
through lines of travel and traffic are the 
growtn of many years of co-operation, and 
are based on purely business considera- 
tions, in which the relation of ownership 
is not considered. 

“Its principal owne* is not now and has 
not been for many years its principal con- 
nect.on for passenger traffic, and its ex- 
change of freight traffic is conducted om 
the principle of reciprocity with all con- 
nections.

The only vessels of any importance 
belonging to the Spanish navy are the 
Vittoria, the Numancia, the Pelaye, the 
Infanta Maria Theresa, the Orquendo 
and the Viscaya. Of these vessels the 
Pelayo is the only one which is up-to- 
date, and against this member of the 
fleet we can safely put the Indiana, 
which is about the same size, Each 
vessel is armored with a thick material, 
but the plate of the Indiana is composed 
of the finest steel made, while that of 
the Pelayo is not. Its plate is a very 
inferior compound with a hard surface 
and a soft back, and is wholly unreli- 
able, as frequent tests have demonstrat- 
ed. The guns of the Indiana, at one 
discharge, throw projectiles weighipg 
6,924 pounds, while the battery of the 
Spanish war vessel throws only 4,500 
pounds. 

From this comparison {t is evident 
that our naval engines are vastly su- 
perior to those of the Spanish fleet, 
and that fm the event of a war with 
Spain this country would have nothing 
to fear. 

It is not likely that the Spanish gov- 
ernment will be so rash as to engage 
in a difficulty with the United States. 
With such a hapless experience as the 
government has had in dealing with Cu- 
ba and the Philippines it would be worse 
than suicidal to provoke a dispute with 
this country. Asie from the obsolete 
and Inferior workmanship of the Span- 
ish war vessels, the martial spirit of 
the people has so far declined as to 
make defeat inevitable. Even with the 
best fleet on the globe, Spain would be 
| at a disadvantage in fighting the United 
| States unless she could fire her men

It has not only declared regular 
dividends, but after liberal expenditures 
for equipment and physical improve 
ment, it has laid aside annually a hand- 
some surplus, having now to its cregit 
nearly $200,000, and being practically 
free from debt—a showing which can be 
made by few, if any, of the railroads of 
the south. As indicative of the finan- 
cial strength of the company, the market 
value of its stock has readily risen, be- 
ing higher today than it has ever been; 
while that of most other railroad com- 
panies has decreased in value, much 
having been rendered entirely valueless 
by developments of the past few years. 
The fact, therefore, that the Atlanta 
and West Point railroat is in 
a better condition today, physically and 
financially, than it has ever been, and 
that the earning value of its stock has 
steadily improved, giving it a market 
value greater than it has ever been, 
should reassure its stockholders and 
strengthen the confidence of the pub- 
lic in its security. 

No doubt, the legal proceedings insti- 
tuted yesterday are part of another 
move in the interesting warfare in 
which leading southern lines have been 
engaged for some time.

Indeed, the very fact that the compa- 
ny is as strong as it is, has no doubt 
served to whet the appetites of other 
leading systems for a part, if not all of 
it; and if, as a movement by others to 
establish closer relations with it, legal 
proceedings have been instituted, no 
complaint can be made by the stock- 
holders, or by the public, while the 
points under contention are being in- 
vestigated by the courts. 

The public is interested in knowing 
that whatever may be the course of the 
proceedings, neither the strength nor 
the solvency of the company is ques- 
tioned; and this, after all, is the matter 
with which the stockholders and the 
public have most to do, for a receiver- 
_ship asked for now, on the ground of in- 
solvency, against such a company as 
the Atlanta and West Point, would have 
a bad effect, whiie a legal contention, 
growing out of technicalities, should 
not in any way injure the stock of the 
road, nor disturb business confidence. 

Spain’s Inferior Squadron. 

While our American navy is small in 
comparison with the fleets of England 
and France, it is nevertheless equal in 
- every respect to the boasted naval equip-

With the possibilities of a foreign 
war staring us in the face, as the re- 
sult of our friendly attitude toward the 
Cuban uprising, it is well to consider 
the fighting capacity of our modern war 
vessels as compared with those of the 
Spanish squadron. 

So far as mere numbers are concerned 
the advantage is altogether on the side 
of Spain, but experience has shown that, 
in time of actual conflict, much less 
depends upon the numerical strength of 
& fleet than upon the fighting capacity 
ofits individual warships. With respect

argues around them with an agility 
that is commendable, but he fails to 
go below the surface or things. 

He, with others, perceives that the 
great bulk of our currency remains con- 
gested in the financial centers, where 
itisavailablefor “kiting” and gambling 
purposes—available for every use, in- 
deed,except thatto which money islegiti- 
mately put. To obviate this difficulty 
Mr. Eckels is in favor of an extension 
of bank credits. He would’ establish 
more banks, and in communities that 
have small banking facilities he would 
establish branch banks. 

We are not opposed to this programme 
—though we do not see how an exten- 
sion of credits can cure the lack of real 
money—but the root of the trouble lies 
in the national act which encourages 
country banks to deposit a large part 
of their cash with the reserve banks, 
and permits the réserve banks them- 
selves to deposit their money with the 
banks of the central reserve cities—St. 
Louis, Chicago and New York. It is 
owing to this that the great bulk of the 
available currency of the country is 
congested in the New York banks, and 
so taken out of-the channels where it 
would be available for legitimate busi- 
ness, and bring relief to sections and 
communities that are suffering from the 
lack of it. 

Apparently the national banking act 
requires the country bank to hold a re- 
serve of not less than 15 per cent of its 
total deposits. But this is only appar- 
It is a reserve in name only. The 
bank is compelled to keep in cash but 
two-fifths of its 15 per cent reserve. 
The balance it may keep on deposit 
with any one of the banks of the “re- 
Therefore, the country 
bank is really required to keep an ac- 
tual cash reserve of only 6 per cent, 

The “reserve city’’ banks are required 
to keep a 25. per cent reserve of their 
deposits; but this is only a nominal re- 
quirement—these banks being permit- 
ted to keep one-half of their 25 per 
cent reserve on deposit with the banks 
of any one of the central reserve cities, 
which means New York. 

The result is that when, as has hap- 
pened on several occasions in the recent 
past, the country banks made a sudden 
demand for their loans, the New York 
banks are compelled to suspend pay- 
ments, though nominally maintaining 
them by the issue of clearing house cer- 
tificates. This is always inconvenient 
and* frequently ruinous to the country 
banks, ~ 

We think, therefore, that a practical 
step in the direction of reform would 
be an amendment of the law @0 as to 
compel each bank to keep its own re- 
serve in its own vaults. This would be 
a protection to depositors and tend to 
prevent the congestion of money. 


Mr. Olney’s Contention. 

The amazing contention of the secre- 
tary of state, speaking in behalf and on 
the authority of Mr. Cleveland, that 
the president has the power to nulli- 
fy a law passed over ‘his veto by con- 
gress, is arousing considerable interest. 
It is apparent that the official class, if 
we may so term those who depend on 
Mr. Cleveland for their jobs, and others 
whose interests lie in silencing the voice 
of the people as it is expressed through 
congress, have made up their minds that 
the office of president carries with it 
functions and powers not mentioned in 
the constitution—powers and functions 
which not only make him the chief exec- 
utive, but the sole and exclusive legis- 
lator. 

As an example of this feeling, we have 
an echo of Mr. Olmey’s claim in same re. 
marks of Ambassador Bayard, who, 
while he refused to express any opinion 
in an official capacity, said that “Mr. Ol. 
ney had only quoted from the constitu- 
tion of the United States, which gives 
to the executive sole power as ex-officio 
commander-in-chief of the army and 
navy, and the making of all federal ap- 
pointments.”’ 

As a matter of fact, Mr. Olney did not 
quote the constitution. He simply made 
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timation to phen 
republic of Cuba as an 
state 
executive,” and that legislation by con- 
gress looking to that end is inoperative. 

That, of course, is merely Mr. Olney’s 
opinion. There is no warrant for it in 
the federal constitution. If there igs— 
then, without suspecting it, the 
people have been living for a 
hundred years and more under 
the operations of an instrument which 
vests in the president the powctrs of a 
dictator. This would be absolutism. It 
would be giving the president of the 
people’s government more power than is 
today exercised by any civilized mon- 
arch. It is certain, therefore, that the 
warrant for Mr. Olney’s amazing con- 
tention is not to be found anywhere in 
fhe constitution. A resolution recogniz- 
ing the independence of Cuba becomes 
a law when it is passed by congress 
over the president’s veto, and the execu- 
tive is commanded by the consti- 
tution and pledged by his oath of of- 
fice to “take care that the laws be 
faithfully executed.” That command 
takes precedence of any theory on which 
Mr. Olney may depend to support his 
contention that, so far as the president 
is concerned, congress is “only a body of 
eminent gentlemen” whose advice is 
only entitled to great weight. 

Mr. Vanderbilt, Tt will be remem- 
bered, bluntly remarked, “The public be 
damned!” Mr. Olney is more refined in 
his remarks, but his meaning is not less 
clear. In effect, he says, “Congress and 
the people be damned?!” 

The New York Sun calls attention 
to the fact that just sixty years ago, 
on the 2ist of December, 1836, Andrew 
Jackson (to. whom Mr. Cleveland has 
been absurdly compared) wrote a mes 
sage to congress referring to that body 
the question of recognizing the indepen- 
dence of. the republic of Texas. The 
sentiment was strong for recognition in 
both houses of congress, just as it is in 
the case of Cuba. Resolutions of recog- 


nition were pending, just as the Came 
ron resolutions are pending in the sen- 


ate. 
At this juncture, namely, on the Zist 


of December, 1836. President Jackson 
sent a méssage to congress frankly stat- 
ing his belief that the resolutions 
were premature and giving his reasons 
for so ‘believing. But he declared that 
the decision was with congress. Here 
is what he said, and we commend it to 
the careful attention of those who are 
inclined to believe with Mr. Olney that 


the president is an autocrat: 

Nor has any deliberate inquiry ever been 
instituted in congress, or in any of our 
legislative bodies, as to whom belonged the 
power of originally recognizing a new 
state—a power the exercise of which is 
equivalent, under some circumstances, to 
a declaration of war—a power nowhere ex- 
pressly delegated, and only granted in the 
constitution, as it is necessarily invglved in 
some of ithe great powers given to con- 
gress; in that given to the president and 
senate to form treaties with foreign pow- 
ers, and to appoint ambassadors and other 
public ministers; and in that conferred 
upon the president to receive ministers 
from other nations. 

In the preamble to the resolution of the 
house of representatives, it is distinctly in- 
timated that the expediency of recogniz- 
ing the independence of Texas should be 
left to the decision of congress. In this 
view, on the ground of expediency, I am 
disposed to concur; and do not, therefore, 
consider it necessary to express any opin- 
ion as to the strict constitutional right of 
the executive, either apart from or in con- 
junction with the senate, over the subject. 
It is to be presumed that on no future oc- 
casion will a dispute arise, as none has 
heretcfore occurred, between tho executive 
ard the legislature, in the exercise of the 
power of recognition, It will always be 
considéred consistent with the spirit of 
the constituticn, and most safe, that it 
should be exercised, when probably leading 
to war, with a previous understanding with 
that body by whom war alone can be de- 
clared and by whom all the provisions for 
sustaining its perils must be furnished. Its 
submission to congress, which represents 
in one of its branches the states of this 
union and in the other the people of the 
United States, where there may be reason- 
able ground to apprehend so grave a conse- 
quence, would certainly afford the fullest 
satisfaction to our own country, and a per- 
fect guaranitee to all other nations of the 
justice and prudonce of the measures which 
might be adopted. 

In making these suggestions it ts not 
mry purpose to relieve myself from the 
responsibility of expressing my own opin-

The expenditures of the various state 
governments have considerably in- 
creased within the last few years. 

In proof of this statement The Phila- 
delphia Press gives a number of fig- 
ures taken from the official records. 
Comparing the expenditures of the pres- 
ent year with those of 1860 the follow- 
ing marked difference is observed in 
some of the eastern states:

‘government necessarily becomes more 


complex and expensive. It is due to 
no extravagance, therefore, that the va- 
rious states of the union ‘have increased 
their expenditures, but solely to the de- 
mands of progress and development. 


Russia’s Enterprise Moving Slowly. 

Nearly six years have elapsed since 
Russia began the construction of her 
great Siberian railway, and still the en- 
terprise is only half complete. 

One reason for this slow progress is 
due to the fact that the contemplated 
railway covers a distance of 4,709 miles, 
and that its course lies through a rough 
and mountainous region. In spite of 
the difficulties in the way, however, 
Russia intends te complete the enter- 
prise by the Ist of January, 1900. 

In addition to this trunk line, reach- 
ing from the Ural mountains to the coast 
of Asia, it is also the purpose of the 
Russian government to construct a 
number of branch lines radiating into the 
Chinese empire. A treaty to this e1- 
fect has already been signed, and noth- 
ing remains but to organize the work. 
With the secure foothold in the empire 
which Russia thus obtains, it is easy to 
perceive that ‘her influence over China 
will be considerable, It not only guar- 
antees intimate trade relations between 
the two countries, but unites them in a 
still more friendly compact. 

So much for the branch lines radiating 
into China. As for the trumk line, it 
will open a new highway between the 
two hemispheres and shorten the time 
required for making a tour of the globe

by the Russian government at $175.505.- 
241. Before it is finished, however, this 
sum will no doubt be exceeded.

Establishments Running on 
Fall Time in North Georgia. 


REVENUE AGENTS ARE ACTIVE 


Violators of the Law Are Being Easily 
Captured and Many Have Been 
- Ledged in the County Jails. 


This is the time of year when the moon- 
shiners of north Georgia reap a harvest. 
And when the moonshiners’ Lusiness is 
brisk the reverue egents are unusually 
active. The two ate clashing interests in 
the rural districts, and the officers of the 
law are endeavoring to exterminate the 
stills and desiroy the business of the moon- 
shiners. 

It is at Christmas time that a jug of 
moonshine liquor is valued the highest 
among that class of citizens who live in 
dry counties and far away from the rail- 
ruads where intoxicants cannot be pur- 
chased. The ruralites want a quart or 
two to make eggnog and cake, and the 
consequence is that every moonshiner in 
the northern part of the state and in the 
moonshine district of other sections has 
been running stills on full time, and the 
mountain dew is being distributed in open 
violation of ‘the law in many places. 

The revenue agents have succeeded in 
capturing a good many stills recently, and 
hundreds of gallons of liquor have been 
confiscated and stored in the custom house 
pullding. Many old stills have been de- 
stroyed and dozens of moonshiners have 
been arrested and lodged in the county 
jails. Quite a number have been brought 
fo Atlanta and arraigued befcre United 
States Commissioner Nash R. Broyles and 
bound ‘over to jail until the January term 
of the district court. 

Deputy Marshal Dunlap says the revenue 
law violators have been more active in 
recent weeks than for many months, and 
that it is simply impossible to apprehend 
all of the moonshiners. He says the liquor 
men know that it is impossible for the 
revenue agents to capture them all, and at 
this time when business is unusually good 
the mountain men take dangerous chances 
in offering their product for sale. ‘Mr. 
Dunlap says ‘the moonshiners are selling 
all the liquor they can make for Christmas 
purchasers, and that the revenue men are 
arresting the violators of the law without 
difficulty, because they make little pre- 
tension at secrecy in disposing of their 
illegally made stuff. 

Commissioner Broyles has been kept 
busy hearing the moonshine cases, and he 
has been trying from four to ten nearly 
every day recently. Yesterday he disposed 
of five cases, two from Fayette county 
and ithree from Gwinnett county, The 
Gwinnett county men are Charles Love, 
Callaway Atkins and Thomas McClung. 
Ben Ross and <A. P. Thompson were 
brought up from Fayette, and they were 
sent to jail for distilling without a license. 
The Gwinnett men escaped punishment on 
insufficient evidence against ‘them. 


BOTH SIDES ARE NOTIFIED. 


INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE GET- 
TING READY FOR TRIAL. 


Judge George F. Gober Has Nothing 
to Say in Regard to the Populist 
Senator’s Charges.

- The committee notified Senator Carter 
and Judges Sweat and Reese that it was 
ready to issue witness subpoenas upon 
demand, and tthat the investigation would 
commencs at 10 o'clock in the senate 
Chamber on the date stated. Nothing has 
been heard from any of the parties, and 
it is unlikely that anything further will 
be done in the matter until after Christ- 
mas, 

Judge George F. Gober, of the Blue 
Ridge circuit, against whom Senator Car 
ter filed charges in the senate last week, 
was in the city yesterday. but when asked . 
about the matter, he said he had no desire 
or inclination to discuss the case at this 
time. The judge’s friends say that he will 
make the proper response to the charges 
of; Senator Carter at the proper time. 


GOVERNOR’S XMAS PARDONS.

(He Gave Three Unfortunates Their 
: Liberty Yesterday. 

The governor gave three Christmas par- 
dons yesterday. The first was to Harry 
Washington, who was convieted at the 
April term, 1894, Carroll superior court, of 
the crime of robbery and sentenced to five 
years in the penitentiary. The evidence 
against him, it appears, was circumstantial, 
and his pardon was urged by prom‘nent 
persons. He was pardoned. 

Ella Fasen, who was convicted at the No- 
vember term, 1890, McIntosh superior court, 
of the crime of murder and sentenced to life 
in the penitentiary, was pardoned. She 
was COnvicted jointly with one Reeves, who 
was found guilty and hanged not long since. 
The evidence showed that he did the killing. 
Ella Fasen lost her mind shortly after go- 
ing to the penitentiary and her pardon was 
strongly urged. 

Bob Colbert, who was convicted at the 
June term, 1894, of the Atlanta criminal 
court, of larceny from the house, and sen- 
tenced to nine months in the chaingang, 
was also pardoned.

the teachers have alleged that they have, 
been forced to discount their contracts at 
% per cent from the whole face value. 
Commissioner Glenn states that this high 
rate is illegal, and teachers, when compelled 
to discount their papers, should not be 
made to pay more than 8 per cent, as is 
provided for in some counties. 

He also speaks of the law , requiring 
the county boards of education to divide 
the counties into sub-districts. In speak- 
ing of the appropriation recently made, he 

‘6: 

“The legislature, which has just closed, 
has added $400,000 to the $600,000 already re- 
ceived by direct tax, making $1,000,000 by 
direct tax for the support of the common 
schools. This, with the amount we reé- 
ceive from other sources, will make the 
school fund for 1898 about $1,600,000. 

“The entire state is to be congratulated 
on this forward step which the present 
legislature has taken to provide an ade- 
quate system of/schools for the people of 
Georgia. It now becomes your duty, and 
mine, and the duty of all the friends of the 
common schools, to set about making our 
system of public education more efficient. 
The people will cheerfully pay the school 
tax, if we administer the school fund 
properly. We must reach all the children 
of Georgia. Too many of our children, as 
is shown by our reports, are not at school. 
As school officers we must show our dili- 
gence and our earnestness, and our loyalty 
to the people and to the children in pro- 
viding the very best schools everywhere, 
that the means at our command will sup- 
ply, and we must insist that all of the 
children of school age shall be sent to 
school. In this way only we can disarm 
unfriendly criticism and secure for the 
cause of public education the hearty and 
enthusiastic support for the public schools.”’ 

The commissioner calls attention to the 
fact that the legislature has passed a law 
authorizing the governor. to appoint a 
school commission which will investigate 
the whole school book question. The coun- 
ty boards are simply required under the 
law to make no changes in their text- 
books for the year 1897. 

In closing, the commissioner speaks of 
the work required of all the commissioners 
an@ what their duties to the state and the 
children are. He closes by saying: 

“Speaking for myself, I beg to pledge my 
time and whatever talents I may possess 
for this new year to the salvation of thé 
children. 

“T realize more and more that the space 
of time allotted to each oneof us is at best 
very short. What we do we must do quick- 
Two of our fellow commissioners weré 
called away during the last year; more of 
us may be called to our final reward dur- 
ing the next year. Hon. R. B. Rogers, of 
Hall county, died after a long sickness; 
Hon. J. C. Bryan, of Screven county, went 
home late one evening from his office and 
was dead within an hour after reaching 
home. So you or I may be called next year. 
If the call shall come, let us be found in 
our places working for the little ones; 
aid if we are faithful in fulfilling*the be- 
hests of love for the children here there 
will be no alarm wien the call shall come.

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Case of Isolated Smallpox Causes No 
Alarm in the City. 

EXTRA PRECAUTIONS TAKEN 

Girl Has me a Rates to the Pest 


House, Where She Is Under 
Treatment. 


The negro girl, at 9 Trimity avenue, 
who developed a case of smallpox yester- 
day, is now eonfined in the city hospital, 
some miles from the city, where, all con- 
tagious diseases of this character are treat- 
ed. As soon as the case was reported, the 
patient was taken in charge by the board 
of health and the house was put under the 
most watchful care and no one allowed to 
go in or out until a thorough investigation 
was made. The names of all the occupants 
and of those who had‘ visited the premises 
recently were taken, and the sanitary in- 
spectors instructed to keep an eye on all 
suspects, 

This girl was employed as a servant in 
the house, and tt is supposed by the health 
officers that she ocdntracted the disease 
while unpacking the baggage of some Cuban 
guests. These Cubans came to the house 
several weeks ago and had with them about 
twenty or twenty-five trunks, which they 
employed this girl to umpack. 

After the girl had been removed to the 
hospital the baggage was carefully exam- 
ined, but all the trunks bore the stamp of 
the board of health of Tampa, Fla., which 
certified that the goods had been thorough- 
ly fumigated. 

The board of health held a meeting yes- 
terday and sifted the case from beginning 
to end. They decided not to quarantine the 
house at No. 99 Trinity avenue as the in- 
fected portion is in an isolated part of the 
premises, but ordered all the occupants to 
be vaccinated at once and for the names of 
all persons who had been on fhe premises 
to be taken and their movements watched. 

“We have our eyes on all the Cubans in 
the city, in fact," said Chie? Inspector Veal, 
“and everyone will be followed closely by 
my men, for the board is inclined to be 
suspicious of them all. If the clothing of 
those Cubans who lived at 99 Trinity ave- 
nue contained smallpox germs there is a 
possibility that others are infected in the 
same way. We do not apprehend any 
trouble from the case on hand, and if it 
should appear in other portions of the city 
we can handle it so as to prevent its 
spreading. There is not a particle of dan- 
ger, for we have had the disease here be- 
fore and managed it very successfully and 
we are better prepared for it today than 
ever. This is merely a precautionary meas- 
ure in order to prevent the disease from 
spreading. Those people who might have 
been exposed to smallpox are being care- 
fully watched and so far there is not the 
slightest trace of it anywhere in the city, 
except in this one case. The patient was 
promptly removed to the hospital the mo- 
ment smallpox was-.suspected and every 
measure to isolate has been employed, 

“We have posted a notice on the house at 
No. 99 Trinity avenue that the house is 
suspected of infection, but we will hardly 
quarantine it, nor do I think we will quar- 
antine the Cuban family, who have since 
moved up on Whitehall, but we have had 
them all revaccinated and their clothing 
again fumigated. Every precaution, as I 
say, has been taken and the doctors all 
agree that there is no likelihood of the 
appearance of smallpox elsewhere in the 
city.”’

WEALTH OF ENGLISH BREWERS. 


In Spite of Temperance Crusades the 
Liquor Business Is Thriving. 
From The Chicago Chronicle. 

The wealth of the great brewers and dis- 
tillers does not appear to have been materi- 
ally affected by the labors of the temper- 
ance party. The immense amount of the 
personalty of the late Sir Charles Booth, 
which has been declared at nearly 2£2,000,- 
000, helps to prove that the prosperity of 
the trade is as great as when Dr. Johnson 
made arrangements for the sale of Mr. 
Thrale’s brewery. The “potentialities of 
wealth beyond the dreams of avarice” still 
seem within the reach of the manufac- 
turer of beer or spirits. 

Although the amornt of Sir Charles 
Booth’s fortune was so great it was large- 
ly exceeded by that of Sir Andrew Barclay 
Walker, the Liverool brewer, whose per- 
sonality was declared three years ago at 
£2,876,781. Other large fortunes of recent 
years, which may be mentioned in the 
samé connection are those of Sir Gilbert 
Grenall of Warrington, who died in 18M, 
leaving £1,018,375; Robert Courage, the 
Godalming brewer, who, dying in 1893, was 
worth £861,568 and Henry Page, the 
maltster, of Ware, whose personalty was 
declared in 18% at £1,018,375. It would be 
interesting to know what proportion of 
these colossal sums was devoted to char- 
itable bequests. The London hospitals are 
nearly all in sore need, and occasionally 
no doubt the men employed by 
lionaires have been treated in them.

An enthusiastic atdience greeted Mrs, 
Helen Buileck vten she stepped upon the 
platform at Trinity church last night. Mrs. 
Bullock is the mational organiser of the 
Woman's Christian Temperance Union in 
this country. She spoke last night on the 
subject, “Sowing and Reaping,” and for 
about thirty minutes held the attention of 
her audience, 

She spoke in an easy, confident manner, 
making no attempt at oratory, although at 
times her earnestness led her to make some 
very beautiful sentences end well-rounded 
perioGs. | : 

The address was Uuder the auspices of 
the Trinity Epworth League, and all of the 
members of the organization were out to 
hear their guest. The members of the local 
Woman’s Christian Temperance Union 
were also present and were very enthusias- 
tic over the address of Mrs, Bullock. 

She handled the subject which she had 
chosen im a masterly manner and thor- 
oughly demonstrated to those who heard 
her that she was fully acquainted with all 
of the points of the subject with which she 
was dealing. 

At the close of the address a collection 
was taken up for the benefit of the local 
Woman’s Christian Temperance Union. 

Many of those who heard Mrs. Bullopk 
came, upon her solicitation, at the end of 
the meeting and signed the pledge and en- 
rolled their names upon the membership 
books of the union. 

Mrs. Bullock, in her address, expressed 
herself as being highly pleased to be once 
more athohg her friends ‘in the.south. She 
said that one of the happiest national con- 
ventions of the Woman’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union which it had been her pleas- 
ure to attend was held in this city in the 
year 1890. 

In speaking of the progress that had been 
made by the Woman’s QOhristian Temper- 
ance Union during the pas® year, Mrs. Bul- 
lock said that 166,000 new members had 
been added to the ‘Loyal Temperance 
League, which is a branch of the Woman's 
Christian Temperance Unton, and she fur. 
ther stated that no less than 1,000 young 
people had graduated from the league. 

She said that 60,000 children had been add. 
ed to the league in the Sunday schools of 
the country, and that very few of them 
had broken their pledges. The Loyal Tem- 
perance League is that branch of the Wo- 
man’s Christian Temperance Union which 
requires what is called the triple pledge: 
that ig to say, the pledge requires that the 
signer shall abstain from any spirituous 
or malt liquors and from tobacco in any 
form whatever. 

Mrs. Bullock said it was the Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union which paused 
the “Introduction into the public schools of 
the study of hygiene, which shows the 
harm that is done to the human system 
through the use of whisky. She said that 
is was through the fight that was waged by 
the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union 
that every state in the unlon except three 
had taken steps to prevent In some degree 
the selling of whisky. 

She said also that the Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union had fought for matrons 
at the police stations in the larger cities 
and had been succesding admirably in this 
work, ' od 

She spoke in fayor.of the higher educa- 
tion of the women of the country. She 
said that it has not been so lohg ago that 
it was thought by. the men of the country 
that women did not need an education and 
that it was better for them to remain in 
the background: amd she said that she 
was glad that men were awaking from this 
old, worn-out idea and were not only will- 
ing, but were anxious, for the women to 
be their equals—in education, at least. 

Mrs. Bullock left last night for Elmire, 
N. Y., which is her home, and where she 
will spend the Christmas holidays. She 
will then visit New York city for the pur- 
pose of organizing branches of the Wo- 
man’s Christian Temperance Union in that 
city; and after attending many conven- 
tions in the state of New York she will 
come to Alabama next March and will 
probably visit Atlanta again about the 
same time.

DOCTORS NOW A LAW. 


Pit Prohibits Those Failing To Pay

the State of Georgia.

The bill was introduced in the senate by 
Senator Stewart and was passed. It was 
transmitted to thé house, where it was 


mpassed with very little opposition.

The bill.is protective in nature, in that 
ft protects the professions of medicine, den- 
tistry and law by keeping the incompetent 
and illegitimate members of the professions 


from practicing in the state. It also pro-

tects the: public from incompetent practi- 


#tioners. 


The bill is a bill to prohibit the practice 
of law, medicine and dentistry in Georgia 
without paying the special tax required 
by law. To prescribe punishment for the 
same and for other purposes. 

This bill compels all persons in the pro- 
fessions Hamed to pay the special tax and 
prohibits them from practicing in Georgia 
without paying the same. It also makes 
the practicing of any of the prefessions in 
Georgia withowtt paying the tax a misde- 
meanor and anyone found guilty is liable 
to be sent to the chaingang. 
 Before.the bill was signed by the govern- 
or, persons could practice in the profes- 
‘sions named without paying the special tax 
required. There was no law to prevent 
them from practicing if they did not pay 
the tax. | 

This new. law protects the lawyers and 
doctors and keeps all who have not stood 


‘the proper examindtions from practicing. , 


»When the taxes are paid they are required 
ito show by certificate or diploma that they 
‘are competent and have taken the proper 
‘examinations. 

The bill is of great importance to the 
professions it embraces and the prominent 
members of them were very anxious that 
it should pass. It does away with a com- 
petition which was illegitimate on the 
part of those who were practicing it and 
‘protects the pttblic from men who are not 
thoroughly competent.

Citizens of That Thoroughfare Hold 
a Meeting and Discuss Subject. 
The residents of North Boulevard held a 

meeting last Monday night at the resi- 
dence of Captain J. C. Hendrix for the 
purpose of ascertaining how the com- 
munity stood on the question of having the 
paving of the street repaired. Nearly 
every resident of the street was present, 
and the meeting was unanimously in favor 
of the proposed improvement.

P. F. Clarke, J. F.. Beck, W. J. Campbell, 
John Carey, L. B. Nelson, W. 8S.

The matter was fully dis- 
cussed, both the pros and the cons of the 
question being urged, but it was finally 
decided that the improvement should be 
tnade, and a committee of five was ap- 
pointed to inquire into the matter and as- 
pertain what the cost will be, and then 
report back to a meeting of the same resi- 
dents which will. be held at some future 
date.

man of the meeting and Mr. Clarke was 

elected as secretary. A committee of five 
was appointed consisting of the following 

gentlemen: Messrs. J. C. Hendrix, L. B. 

Featherstone and 

Ww. J. Campbell. This committee will be- 

gin an investigation of the slubject ait once, 

and will. probably be ready .to report in 
the course of a week. 

An attempt was made to improve the 
Boulevard about. a year ago, but the at- 
tempt was a dismal failure, and the street 
is now in a worse condition than it was 
pefoere. It is the opinion of the residents 
that the proper thing to have is the cement 
base, with the limestone surface, and when 
the matter is carried before the council, as 
it will be, that sort of pavement will be 
suggested to that body as the proper sub- 
stitute. 

The residents of the Boulevard feel that 
the #treet has already been neglected too 
long, and they are very earnest when the 
subject of repair is mentioned. Mr. P. F. 
Clarke, who was the secretary of the 
meeting, said yesterday afternoon: 

“The Boulevard is one of the prettiest 
residence streets in tthe oity, except for 
the pavement. The houses are all fine, and 
the general effect of that section of the 
city is very good. 

‘This fine effect is, however, spoiled by 
the. pavement. It is laid with macadam, 
which everyone Knows to be a fine pave- 
ment, butt there is something wrong with 
it. Either it was not put down properly, 
or the street is unsuited for it. At any 
rate, it is now in horrible condition, and 
is a disgrace to the city. I know one thing, 
and that is that we paid, and paid well 
for it when it was first put down. 

“At first it made a good pavement, but 
soon it began to need repairing; but it 
was neglected until last year, when it was 
decided to make the much-needed improve- 
ments. A score or more of men were put 
to work who knew absolutely nothing 
about the pavement, and, after tearing up 
the street from one end to the other, they 
leit it in a worse condition than when they 
first went to work.

with the city marshal and the receipts of 
that office amounted to the snug sum of 
fifteen thousand and odd doilars. The de- 


linquents are coming in perfect streams, 
for the marshal has given notice that all 
those who have not paid by the 26th will 
have to go to the bank for redemption. 

“The city must have its money,’ said Mr. 
Humphries, “and besides, I am under a 
fifty-thousand-dollar bond, so you can easi- 
ly see why I cannot afford to let matters 
stand over. I am going to try and realize 
all the money I can between now and the 
26th, but when that time rolls around, if 
there are any unredeemed deeds, etc., on 
land, I am goihg to take them to the bank 
and have them discounted. This is a case 
where there can be no delay without re- 
sulting disastrously, certanly to myseif 
and possibly to the city. The people, how- 
ever. are coming in droves,and if I have 
a few more days like yesterday everything 
will be redeemed before I have to make my 
report and turn over the office. 

“I will) surrender the marshal’s office on 
the 3lst and will then go into the race for 
justice of the Peace for the 1926 @ strict in 
earnest. There are a number of candidates 
out already, but I am going into the fight 
for all there is in it.”’ 

In the water board office everybody is just 
as busy getting things in shape for the 
last meeting of the old board, which comes 
off next Saturday week. At this meet ng 
the affairs of the old board will be wound 

and the president and superintendent 

suggest such appropriations and im- 
provements as in their judgment the needs 
of the city require. 

For a long time the board of comm ’ssion- 
ers have agitated and urged the appropria- 
tion of a sufficient fund te carry water into 
the destitute portions of the city—those dis- 


demned the public wells on account of sewer 
gas or other contaminations. There are 
large areas of the city now where the resi- 
dents find it almost impossible to get water, 
except from street hydrants. It is not only 
a matter of great public inconvenience, but 
is a postive. menace to the lives and prop- 
erty of those citizens who reside in these 
destitute districts. There is not much need 
of a fire department when the water supply 
is cut off. 

“This is a question we have kept alive 
before the council now for years,” said 
Judge Hillyer, ‘‘and there seems to be a 
growing sentiment in favor of an appro- 
priation for the laying of pipes in those 
sections of the city where the wells have 
been condemned and where the people have 
such difficulty in getting pure, fresh water. 
It is not a matter of the city giving. say 
seventy-five or eighty thousand dollars, but 
is literally an investment. The amount of 


money the city would expend in this way 
will be amply repaid in dollars and cents, 
besides it is the duty of a municipal goy- 
ernment not only to protect the lives and 
property of its ¢ tizens, but likewise to af- 
ford every possibie ayecessary comfort.

Senator Wilcox of Coffee Ceunty To 
Fight for Freedom, 


M’DONOUGH ON LUMBER TRADE

He Has Just Returned from a Trip 
Throughout South Geo.~a 
and Florida. 


Senator Wilcox left Monday for his home 
in Coffee county and he will soon start for 
Cuba. In speaking of his trip he said 
yesterday: 

“The Constitution of Saturday, which 
contained an article about plans and 
stating that I intended to raise a company 
to go to Cuba, reached my postottfice, W il- 
lacoochee, about 4 o’clock that afternoon, 
Inside of two hours I received a telegram 
saying that thirty men had enlisted and 
would be ready to leave on a day’s no- 
tice. I do not think that I shail take a 
company over right now, but wtll so 
across first myself and look around, Then 
I shall come back and get my company. 
There will be no trouble about raising a 
company. All day Saturday men were 
coming up to the senate chamber and 
many of them expressed a desire to go to 
Cuba and they begged me tolet them 
know when I get ready to start. There 
was one young fellow who said that he 
is a member of a military company here 
in Atlanta. He is a fine looking young 
man and would make a cwood soldier. He 
said he would go as a private or anything 
just so \he could get to join the Cuban 
army. I am informed that there is very 
little danger in crossing and landing, On 
dark nights a vessel can run in and land 
supplies and men and get fifty miles away 
by morning. The gunboats patrol the 
coast, I understand, but it is easy to 
avoid them. Running the blockade in war 
times was dangerous business, but this js

Senator Wilcox is not afra'd of yellow 
fever. He is a south Georgian and says 
that he is proof arminst fevers. Besides 
he is a phwsician and could treat himself 
and men. He and his men will fight for 
glory and the love of adventure. They do 
not look for pay and as stated:’on Saturday, 
will equip themselves. 

McDonough and Lumber Men. 

Representative John J. McDonough, of 
Savannah, has returned home. He was on 
the trip with the northwestern lumber men 
through south Georgia and Florida. When 
asked what their purpose was in making 
this extensive trip Mr. McDonough repiied 
that the lumber men are studying the 
southern lumber situation with a view to 
forming a big syndicate to buy up a few 
million acres of pine land and establish 
milis on the property. He said: 

“Their object would be ¢o limit the out- 
put and thereby strengthen the market. 
There is overproduction now. Our mills 
are cutting more lumber than the world 
requires and with business still dull the 
market cannot improve. It would take 
$100,000,000 to carry out such a project, but 
the members of that party could put up 
the money themselves. There was one 
man in {t who ts probably worth $50,000,000. 
The lumber men of the northwest have a 
syndicate among themselves and they have 
braced up their markets. If they were to 
put the same plans into effect in the south 
they could hoid*the market firm on yellow 
pine.’’ 

Mr. McDonough hauled the lumber men 
around over hundreds of miles of road 
with one of his own engines. The party 
had three private cars and they ran 
special everywhere, over the big roads and 
the lumber roads. They went all through 
south Georsha and down into Florida, 
Mr. McDonough left them at Pensacola. 
They were going thence to Mississippi and 
perhaps to New Orleans.
